_ Whether the merchandise in question is diamonds, rags, stocks, 
tnaiuire or silks—whetlicr ii is maniifavouring or jobbing—it must bring 
frohi or it ceases to be business. 

Profit is the end sought. Money is the concrete c.xpression of 
that profit. 

.And the man who nukes tlie most money—the man wlio makes the 
most profit—is the Ijcst business man. 

In other words, the man who best nnilerstand.s the art of gelling 
iomething for nothing, is the best btisiness man.- 

Under such conditions it is clear ettotigh that in business strict 
boncsly is not :m odvantage. 

In fact, tlte unscrupukuts grafter succeeds Itest.

THE GOVERNMENT ALONE 

HAS THE RIGHT TO TAX 

By Victor L. Berger. 

R EDFIELD on Railways, an authority on the subject, says: 

"The furniiliiiig of means of oomimmication between dif¬ 
ferent parts of the state is a prerogative right, vested in the 
sovereign, and one which no subject, witliout special leave of 
the state, can e.xercise.’’. 

That i* to say, the revenue.' collecle*! by the railway companies are 
■Hot at all in the nature'of service,' rendered, but in the nature of tax, 
levied and collected by exercise of the sovereignity of the state ctr na¬ 
tion by and under its jicrniission and license. 

There can be no doubt tlat it is the duty, the function and the, 
prerof^tive of the slate to build all the roads ami highways within its 
jurisdiction, including the laihcays. 

• • * 

The fact of the natter is this: 

In the past, and even up to the present time, our .American stales, 
for various reasons, have contracted with speculator.' and promoters 
and private capitalists to tmdertake the construction and operation of 
railroads. 

Our railread corporation' are, in fact. Iiolding s-fublic office. 

They are practically a great ilcjartment of the government itself, 
something like the l-'rench lax collectors in the Eigliteenth century 
who “rente*!" the collecting of taxes from the king. 

As a matter of fact, the fares and freights paid to the railread 
coni|anic'—and to the street car companies—are taxes, called ’’tolls," 
just as the revenues collected at tlic custom Iiotises arc taxes, calM 
"dutie*.’’ 

The duties are levied upon imports nominally to defray the ex¬ 
penses of government, but virtually to protect the manufacturers. ^ 

_ The railroad fares and freights are nominally tolls to defray the 
Icgitinate expenses of railroads only, Iwt virtially to make profit for 
the owners of tlie immensely watered railroad stock. 

But just think for a moment what a grotesque idea it would be to 
leaVe tia’ colicctkiii of duties and taxes at the custom houses to private 
companies, who could raise lliem or lower them at will. 

And yet that is exactly what w'e are doing in the case of the rail¬ 
road comianies. 

• .« * 

Nalionalizatiun of ottr railroads is not Socialism, but it is a step 
toward collectivism. 

Nationalization of our railroads will give us cheap transportation. 
A five-tlollar fare from New York to San Francisco is not ^yond the 
probabilities. This will make llte railroads an agent of civitizatfon to a 
much greater extent than they as yet lave been, simply by inunensely 
.facilitating the personal intercourse of the people.

Natioialization of the railroads will forever make impossible the 
sickening butchery and piteous nuiming of railroad emploves and of 
travelers. (Killed in 1904, lO.OJfi; injured, 84.155. Killed from 1S8S 
to 19C»4, 123,306; injured from ifeS to 1904, 747,736.)

Nationalization of the railroads will abolish all discrimination in 
railroad fares and freight rates, except the just kind which the dif¬ 
ference in location* necessitates. .

NatinnaBzation of railroads will aboKsh other evils. 

We shall hear'no more of those civil war* called “railroad strike*,’* 
which do such a fearful anxsunt of mischief to everybody concerned 
and to very many people not concerned. 

We slall have no more of the disgraceful and wkked gambling on 
railroad securities and The fleecing of the unwary in tlte middle djs* 
by stock exchanges. 

And, last but not least, it will slop one source of the fearful cor¬ 
ruption of state legislatures by powerful railway corporations, winch 
fto use an expression of the present ambassador from England, Pro¬ 
fessor James Bv/ti), "can offer bribes at which ordinarv virtue grow* 
pale.”

And tliere are other atgiunents in favor of national railways. 

Thus Prof. William Graham, who nude a sttxiv of the subject, 
and who is no Socialist, but rather an opponent of Socialism, admits 
tlat: 

"Railroading is a kin*l of work peculiarly suitable for government. 
nunagetnent, being largely of a uniform and routine character; not de¬ 
manding the com^icahKl calculations and resources required by tbs 
nutnufa^rihg induttries. For g railroad the government could scntie 
as capable managers as any private company.’’ 

Professor Graham, indeed, goes on to say: ' 

"THere would be abler persons filling higher appointment' than at 
present, becsuic the ability of a wider area would be drawn (1 {kio." 

And truly, the popular notion that our present railroad inatunMt 
are remarkably intelligent persons, is nothing but a ludicrous supersti¬ 
tion. They are not even bi^ht enough to see that a 3-ceiit fare, whidi 
was forced upon them, is helping them. Although in Wisconsin, for 
instance, it has been in existence only a short time, it hat alnxist doubled 
the passenger traffic. 

Tlie Harrimans and Hill* are simply hicky stock gamblers; while 
Stuyvesant Fish has merely shown some ability as a slugger. 

• « • 

Yet becausr it it obviously good, nationalization of railroads is not 
going to happen until a pjpd many other, and possibly more serious, 
things will happra. 

We are trying to ‘‘regulate’’ the railroads; 

First—By the interstate commerce act. And this it admitted h'y 
all tidrti to be a failure, betanse it is supposed to enforce conqietition 
and is thus oppo^ to tbe natural law of coipbinalion. winch braught 
tiie trusts into exlsteiier. And because the law was a sham to begin 
with. , 

Second—By rstalilithing state commission', which are to fix freight 
and passenger rates according to a prescription of Lal''oUette and 
Hughes. 

Tt it easy to predict tlat every one of these will be a failure also, 
and. at best, will serve to help some denugiigtirs to political (irefcr- 
tnent. 

Even leaving aside the question of politics, and the fact that the 
railroads can easily gain possession of any commission appointcil by 
tbe governor—provided tliei- do not own the governor himself, as in 
most cases they do—the individual states are too •u-eak to control tha 
railroads. - ~ 

.All tlic larger lailroads arc iuler-stote highways and will naturally 
appeal to the federal roiirts fur protection against any serriu* menace. 

And. under the present conditions, they are sure to get tlut pro¬ 
tection.

To make a long story short: 

The railroods'of tlte country are national higliwavt and naturally 
the nation ought to own titem. ' It is just as reasonable to ba«r all tha 
conulty rragOH roads in the farming districts owned bj- private eam- 
panies,' whidi would clarge a toll for their use. and in turn be "regu- 
.'iated" by state conunUsion, as to have the railrcads owned by private 
companies and 'regulated" by state commissions.— 

Besides, this arnuigeinent. in the tod. will not be satitfactory 
chber to tbe railroad ooinpanies or to the public.

111 the 
open ?ab-*cm. certainly the blind tiger, 
the *i>eak-emsv, the boot-tegger and 
similar subterfugns, the hypocrisy, the 
open cimtempt of law or the coimi- 
vance at law breaking, following in its 
consequences and. the political irrita' 
fion and cormprion caused by the 
constant agitation of the subject are 
a thousand times greater evils. 

' The Liquor Problem in its Legis¬ 
lative Aspects** is the title of a ^uk 
published by the wefl-known Com¬ 
mittee of Fifty of New York, after a 
careful iavesugatiun of the subject. 
From that book we quote:
